The Eld. sa/e, 'The oharchworlc 
ahonld not be hindered on ao- 
oonnt o( delay in thie matter,' 

MaDchester is now being 
boomed in eeveral waye. The 
Salvation Army haa come dotrn 
upon US and is doing ite usnal 
work. The V. B, people are 
locating a college here. They 
are remoring from Boaooke thie 
state where they had been locat- 
ed tor a quarter of a century, 
The^ have selected a beautiful 
ftite here ou the north-east part 
of town, aud are already work- 
ing at thegroutidiiaud bnitdinKa, 
If we remain here long enough, 
we shall again be in sight of 
college buildings and workers. 
No doubt it will recall old Bcenes 
and memories. 

Beeidee bringing the college, 
the U. B. people are holding a 
camp- meeting here under the 
management sf Rev. R. J. Par- 
rett, their traveling evangelist 
who has his borne here. He has 
bis tents. Audience, boarding 
hall, and dwellings which he 
takes with him in doing bis 
evangelistic work throngb the 
eammer season. Llis meetings 
here are of a, union character. 
Tbe difiereut denominations 
aaeieting. Ue holds three aer- 
vices each day, being aeeisted by 
home preachers, 

Manchester ia a town of preach- 
ers. There are fitteen living here 
I believe. Atnong that number 
there are two Brethren, But 
while we have so many preach- 
ers here, still the town ie not all 
for Christ. The devil hae his 
followers also. When Lather 
said, 'Just back of each church 
the devil builds a chapel,' he was 
right. Especially does it seem 
true in Manchester, for we have 
eiz uhurohes and six ealoons. 
The saloons, however, are nut 
'Jast back of the churches/ 
They are cloee enough, though, 
to tell ou the work oftbe chnrch. 
It is hoped by ji^ood people that 
tbe day will come when the devil 
will have to take down these 
ofaapels ol which I speak. Well, 
I have done like preachers do 
sometimes when they are not 
thoroughly prepared, lose the 
text. I was talking about Man- 
chester's booms. There are 
some others besides those I have 
named, in the way of business 
enterprise. They all are adding 
to the prosperity of the town. 

J desire to say in these notes, 
that the programme for oar com- 
ing Conference m this State will 
soon be oat, so that we can see 
what is before as in that line. 
On the qaeatioD as to whether 
we shall have a mass or a dele- 
gated Conference, some of the 
churches have already acted, 
-The Brighton chnrch was tbe 
first to report. It would be 
qnite an advantage to the com- 
mittee on railroad arrangements 
to know how this question will 
go, betore doing their work. 
They would know how to act 
with the railroadmen in eecnr- 
ing rates tor travel to a better 
advantage. Here is a plan by 
which we can give this' informa- 


tion to the oommUtee. The 
m^ority of tbe eharebee in the 
Btate will decide tbe question one 
way or tbe other. Then ooutd 
not all tbe different pastors put 
the queetions before his charges 
and be able to report by July 15. 
I ^ve that length of time, ae 
some of the pastors onlv get to 
their work once a mouth. Breth- 
ren let as do this and get the 
matter settled, for delay often 
means neglect. Send your com- 
munications to me and I shall 
put them into the bands of the 
ExecQtive Committee. God grant 
tbe pastors aud charchee of Ind., 
a special blessing to prepare ne 
tor more effectual work.

On hearing of the dreadful 
disaster at Johnetown, Pa., and 
having seven of our own chiltlren 
living there, also one sou-in-Uw 
and one daughter-in-law, making 
in all nine ot our family, with 
their children, we could neither 
eat nor sleep, until we could find 
out something about them. 8o 
on Monday night I started for 
Johnstown. Went by way of 
Pittsburgh, and the nearer we 
got to the place tbe more plainly 
we conld see the signs of the 
flood. 

About eleven a. m., Tuesday, 
we landed at Sang Hollow, five 
miles below Johnstown where 
the road was washed out, and 
from there with hundreds of 
others we walked, and on near- 
ing the place I trembled to see 
the marks of the terrible destruc- 
tion of life and property. On I 
went until I came to Cambria 
City, here I met one of our old 
neighbors, who tormety lived 
near to us and worked with us 
for years. We clasped hands. 1 
said, 'Weil, Bro. Varner, how did 
you fare in this terrible flood T' 
Oh, said he, 'I have a sad story 
to tell you. Two weeks ago I 
moved to this town and five of 
my children went down in this 
flood, and there on that tree 
yonder one of our daughters 
lodged and was found next day.' 
I passed on and on and soon 
came to tbe stone bridge just be- 
low the passenger station, when 
I only began to see the destruc- 
tion. It is beyond description. 
On I went for about one mile 
further, until I could see Wood- 
vale borough, the place our 
children lived, when I was made 
to feel as I hod never felt before. 
With tbe exceptions of fifteen or 
twenty houses on the hillside, 
(and in one of these four of our 
children lived) u'^t one dwelling 
house could be seen, where a few 
days before from three to fonr 
hundred houses stood. 

With a trembling frame and 
eyes full of tears, on I went until 
I came near tbe house where our 
children lived, wben one after 
another came running to meet 
me with the good news, we are 
all sate. This woe far enough 
beyond onrexpeotatione, and we 
truly had great reason to thank 
the Lord for his goodness. Not 
that our children were better 
than others that perished in the 
flood, but they were nearer to ua. 

Next day I walked over a good 
part of the floaded city and saw 
such sights as I hope I may 
never see again. 

Tbe loss of members in the 
Johnstown oburoh was very few 
in numtrar, and their meeting 
house ia only ilighUy damaged. 
The same can be said ot the 
church at East Gonemaugh, only 


their bouse was not hnrt with 
the flood. I left JohnstowD on 
Saturday the 8tb. Stopped at 
Bridgeport over Sunday ; re- 
turned home on' Monday.

Our Sabbath School is largely 
attended by both young and old ;

Our 
average attendance is about 125 
with a live corps of officers and 
teachers. We use no quarterliea 
or lesson leaves, only the Testa- 
ment. Tbe schnni commits to 
memory from 200 to 400 verses 
each Suutiay. Let this suflice 
for tbe preeeut. I will give a 
ret>ort of tbe school some future 
time. 

It a momber of the church 
moves into another district or 
church it is the pastor's duty to 
see that that member gets a cer- 
tificate of membership if he is 
worthy of one. If this rule was 
strictly complied with much 
trouble would be avoided. 

We had snow, rain and frosts 
inside (if two week*, corn and all 
vegetation were considerably 
nipped but do not think it injured 
the wheat and fruit. 

I will remind the churches of 
Michigan, that we will hold a 
State Conference in the Camp- 
bell District sometime in the fall 
and it is time to think and act as 
to time, programme, etc, I ap- 
peal to all elders aud ministers in 
the State. As we are not fully 
organized yet, in order to make it 
a success, something must be 
done soon. What say you breth- 
ren?
